The train was made up of a

IS 


TAKEN TO HOSPITAL 


While Hysterical She Fires Four 


Shots in Her Home on 


Alice Street. 


Mrs. Alma Crowley, former wife of 


I>r. D. ~D. Crowley, fired four shots from 
an old-fashioned pistol In her room, 
at her home, 1175 Alice street, last 


, night shortly after dinner, crying out 


at the same time that she desired to 
take her life. 


The shots and cries attracted pass- 


ers-by and friends to the lady's room 
with the hope, If possible, of prevent- 
ing her from carrying- out her rash In- 
tent. 


Would-be . Intervenors, 
however, 


found that Mrs. Crowley had locked 
herself In her apartments and barri- 
caded the door and, w hen they sought 
to gain entrance thereto by picking the 
lock, and forcirg the barricade, -Here 
threatened with death unless they de- 
sisted. 
' Mrs. Crowley, furthermore, declared 
that she would shoot the first man, 
•whoever he might be, who should ap- 
pear in the open doorway of her cham- 
ber. 
- The door was at length burst open 
by Captain Peterson and other mem- 
bers of the police 
force 
and 
Mrs 


. Crowley was taken to the Receiving 


Hospital. 


She was there examined by Dr. Ma- 


her and It was discovered that none 


' of the bullets of the shots which she 


had fired nad taken effect on her per- 
son, 


After a tlrne Mrs. Crowley regained 


her composure and was sent to her 
home In a convejance which had been 
provided for her. 


Among the first to hear the shots 


In question was Judge Frank B. Og- 
den, 
who resides in the vicinity of 


Mrs. Crovi ley's home. He was, at the 
time, on his way to hold a night ses- 
sion of his court. 
He immediately 


and hastily directed his steps to the 
Crowley home and was the first neigh- 
bor to arrive at the door of the lady's 
apartment. 


He knocked for admittance and the 


''••jnswer was a threat to kill any per- 


son who might open the door. 
Tliis 


declaration was accompanied by an 
announcement by Mrs. Ctowley that 
she also wanted to, and would, kill 
lierself. 


The Judge was powerless to do any- 


thing to secure admittance 
to 
the 


chamber. 
He was equally powerless 


to dissuade Mrs. Crowley from her 
rash purpose 01 to endeavor to com- 
pose her because her cries showed t'lat 
she was suffering fiom hysteria 


He accordingly had the police no- 


tified and officer Crossman appeared 
upon the scene w ith the patrol wagon 
and endeavored to do w hat Judge Og- 
den had failed in doing, viz., open thc> 


door or to placate the lady. 
On the 


contrary Mrs. Crowley's hysteria be- 
came muc:i more pronounced and the 
threats of destruction to self and oth- 
ers, more determined. 


Officer 
Grossman 
telephoned 
for 


more assistance and Captain Petersen 
and other officers 
appeared 
on the 


scene. 


Despite the fact of her threats, the 


officers forced the barricade, keeping 
a sharp eye, however, for any leveled 
revolvers at their forms. 


They found Mrs. Crowley In her 


night, robes, Slaving apparently pre- 
pared to retire. 
Her hair was dis- 


heveled. In her hand was an old-fash- 
ioned pistol of four chambers -which 
still retained the. warmth occasioned 
by the explosion of the powder. She 
was almost faint and made no at- 
tempt to use the weapon on the offi- 
cers. 
If Sae had done so, however, 


the effort would have been futile be- 
cause all the chambers were empty. 


At the suggestion of Judge Ogden, 


Mrs. 
Cronley was borne to the Re- 


ceiving Hospital for the purpose of 
discovering whether or not she were 
a victim to self-inflicted .wounds. 


In her .removal some force had to 


be exercised because, in her hyster- 
ical condition, the lady did not re- 
alize the kindly purpose of the Judge 
and the officers. 


Wearing apparel was later sent to 


the hospital and, when It was ascer- 
tained that Mrs. Crowley was unin- 
jured, she was clothed in walking cos- 
tume, preparatory to being returned 
home.

sudden impulse to self-destruction can 
Jie given, unless it be that she kn?w 
the decree of divoice from her hus- 
band was to he signed today by th? 
Judge who presided in the case. 


She had been worrying for days 


and was completely unnerved.

Mrs. Alma Crowley, 1164 
Alice street, last night, when the report 
of four pistol shots In that lady's room 
caused some people to believe that the 
shots had been fired with suicidal in- 
tent, Mrs. Crowley stated to a TRIB-

stories published regarding her Intent 
were entirely unfounded. 


The shots, she declared, were flrerl 


in an accidental manner, a pistol hav- 
ing fallen from a shelf in a closet in 
her apartment, and having exploded as 
a consequence. She was dressing at 
the time and, for that reason, refused 
admission to people who had entered 
her house after hearing the shots In 
question.

The bringing of a compromise verdict 


•by a jury in the case of Frank Smith, 
convicted of burglary in the .second de- 
gree, resulted -this morning in the set- 
ting aside of the verdict by Judge Ells- 
worth and the granting to the prisoner 
a new trial. 


According to the argument made by 


Attorney W. B. Rlnehart for his client, 
the evidence was of so unsatisfactory, a 
character that Smith could not have been 
found guilty o( burglary in the second 
degree, and that he should have been 
found guilty of burglary in the first de- 
gree or not at all. and he claimed that 
the Court .erred in giving the Jury a 
blank form of verdict for burglary in the 
second degree, as.he claimed that the In- 
ference to be drawn by the Jurors was 
that they could bring in the lesser1 ver- 
dict, which {hoy eventually did. 
In making his argument RJnehart had 
recourse to a decision of Justitfe Jack- 
son Temple in a. criminal case, a por- 
tion of which is as follows: 
"The evidence showed in the case of 
People 
versus 
Lowen that 
her was 
charged, with burglary and convicted of 
an attempt to commit "burglary. 
"The evidence showed, without con 
troversy, that he was found in a board- 
ing-house at night in an attempt to 
escape with goods he had stolen. 
"I think the verdict ought to have 
been set aside by the Court and the Jury 
severely reprimanded for this disregard 
of their oaths. 'The fact that Jurors so 
frequently disregard their oaths and the 
law and attempt to realize in their ver- 
dicts what they think should be done .is a 
principal cause of the -frequent miscar- 
riage of Justice in 
JUTS' trialu and 
in 
bringing the institution Itself Into dis- 
repute. They should be taught that their 
function is to determine what Is the 
truth as to certain disputed questions of 
fact, and that,, ordinarily, beyond that 
they have no concern with the conse- 
quences." 
It developed from the remarks of Judge 
Ellsworth that he concurred with the 
opinion just quoted, for in granting the 
motion he said: 
"I considered this verdict absurd when 
I heard it. In this case there Is very 
little proof of the guilt of the prisoner, 
and it is evident to my mind that the 
fact of his having been convicted once 
before of a crime Is mainly responsible 
for the fact of the jury bringing In the 
present verdict. It 
thought 
that he 
should be punished and compromised on 
what It believed would be 8(j3uitable 
warning to keep away-from places where 
crimes are apt to be cpmmlttted, and uc- 
der these circumstances I think the ver- 
dict should be i:t aside and a new trial 
granted the..prisoner; and it is so or- 
dered."

"The city of Sheffield in the man- 


agement of its electric tramway sys- 
tem, finds itself confronted with a 
condition that some of the more far- 
seeing- members of the City Council 
(notably Sir Joseph Jonas, the Lord have increased by $37,472. The aver- 
Mayor) have Insisted would 
result. 


This condition is due. despite the fact 
that the system has been operated at 
an apparent profit while furnishing 
cheaper transportation than any sys- 
tem in the United Kingdom, to a fail- 
ure to properly charge off a reasonable 
amount yearly for the depreciation of 
the plant. This failure brings the city 
face to face with the necessity of ad- 
jusclnj; and.raising fares or operating 
the system at a loss, possibly, or at 
any rate at no profit. 


"The report of the Tramways Com- 


mittee for last year shows the follow- 
ing condition: The mileage run was. 
in 1901, 2,315,347 miles; 1902, 3,791,903;

Business Office and Publishing House, 413-417 Eighth Street, Oakland. , 
Remarks on a Painful Exhibition. 


The Alameda Argus tries to excuse its own "fall down" on the 


investigation into the Cook case by saying THE TRIBUNE was 
'squared" in the matter. It is astonishing how readily a lie comes 
to the mind of a person detected in a shabby trick. So obviously 
false an assertion as the one quoted from the Argus requires no 
denial. The first report of the Cook affair printed in this paper was 
in accordance with the information then in possession of this office. 
Subsequently THE TRIBUNE'S attention was particularly drawn 
to the case by palpable attempts to prevent further disclosures and 
shield the guilty parties from punishment. Believing our Alameda 
contemporary was in earnest in its expressed desire to see justice 
done, we cordially and unreservedly seconded its efforts. 
To our 


infinite surprise, the Argus responded with an article minimizing 
the gravity of the affair, sneering at THE TRIBUNE'S demand for 
S. full investigation, and charging this paper with defaming the 
people of Alameda. It has now capped the climax of effrontery by 
making a false and malicious accusation that is beneath contempt. 
It is needless to inquire why the Argus suddenly desired to shift 
discussion of this particular case to a review of past scandalous 
occurrences in the town of Alameda. It is likewise needless to 
Inquire why our contemporary began to abuse THE TRIBUNE for 
pushing the investigation. The Argus could allow its ardor to cool 
without assailing the motives of its contemporaries That it began 
to blow cold the moment the trail got hot is no affair of ours, but 
Its change of front will hardly prevent the affair being ventilated. 
The ostrich may bury his head in the sand and be passed with little 
notice, but if he persists in kicking up a dust he inevitably attracts 
attention to his attitude and the indecency of the posture. 


The constant clamor about the value of our commerce with 


China is tiresome. It is largely humbug. Our trade with Cuba 
equals our trade with China, which aggregated last year only about 
$2,000,000 more than our commerce with Japan. Canada is worth 
more to the United States in a trade sense than both China and 
Japan. Mexico has nearly as much trade with this country as either 
of these Oriental nations. Why should the magnitude and value of 
:he Chinese trade be exaggerated and dwelt upon so persistently? 
Is it because certain interests are determined to break down the laws 
Excluding Chinese laborers? It looks that way. As a cold fact, the 
ntrchasing power of a nation whose, laborers receive on an average 
jnly six cents a day cannot be large. The Mexican peon \vho gets 
jfty cents a day is ten times as good a customer of the United States 
is the Chinese coolie.

The Alameda Argus says "squaring" cases is a common practice 


in the Alameda Justice's Court. 
Instead of makng false and 


ridiculous accusations against its neighbors, the Argus might do the 
jublic a service by publishing the cases "squared," the parties 
"squaring'' them, and how the business was done. 


The German Empire heads the list of nations in the sale of 


postal cards. This is not surprising, in view of the latitude allowed 
xy the German postal authorities in the matter of mailing picture 
cards of an alleged comic variety. Many of these cards are coarse 
:o the extreme of indecency.. They are neither witty nor obscene, 
Hit only painfully dirty, relating largely to the physical offices of 
nature which are usually not mentioned by well bred people. It is 
strange that the German government will permit its mails to be 
utilized to send about these beastly postcards.

Violating the Speed Ordinance. 


The practice of speeding automobiles within the city limits far 


beyond the limitations fixed by the speed ordinance has become al'to- 
gether too common. It is dangerous and exceedingly annoying, and 
it is time a halt were called. Every time the speed ordinance is 
allowed to be violated with impunity encouragement is given to an 
evil that is growing because unchecked. Daily automobiles fly along 
Telegraph avenue at the rate ,of fifteen or twenty miles an hour, 
•apparently without protest even on the part of the police authorities. 
The motor bicycle is a nuisance nearly as bad. It appears that this 
vehicle is not specified in the speed ordinance, and hence persons 
who use it consider themselves privileged to do anything they please 
regardless of the safety and convenience of others. Often they seem 
to make it a point to see how close to pedestrians or to vehicles 
drawn by horses they can run without actually colliding. The noise 
of the motor bicycle is extremely irritating to sensitive nerves and 
the smell is offensive to all nostrils. 
If the present ordinances do 


not apply to this nondescript vehicle they should be amended so 
as to include it for regulation. But in any event the police should 
enforce the ordinance regulating the speed of autos. Complaints of 
the recklessness of auto drivers are becoming more frequent and 
insistent, and the police department would do well tot show some 
diligence in enforcing the ordinance. It was not enacted for one 
class of people to obey and for another to violate. At any rate, the 
police have no right to say whether an ordinance shall or shall not 
be enforced.

t\ Fight For Fair Play. 


A. W. Foster, President of the California Northern Railroad, 


eserves the thanks of the public for the vigorous fight he is making 
gainst the attempted imposition of a picture dealing firm of San 
Francisco. It is a stand for principle and for commercial honesty 
hat is worthy of emulation. Mr. Foster gave the firm in question 
n order for Thad Welch to paint a picture. The price specified 
tvas $350, of which $300 was to go to the artist while the firm was 
o get the other $50 as a commission. After the picture was finished 
ut prior to its delivery, IMr. Foster was presented a bill for $760. 
t was represented to him that Mr. Welch had demanded $500 for 
he painting, and other excuses were made for swelling the price 
rom $350 to $760. Mr. Foster paid the money under protest and 
vrote the artist a letter rebuking him for his alleged breach of faith. 
Mr. Welch promptly replied that he had painted the picture for the 
riginal $300 agreed upon, had never asked any more, and had never 
eceived a cent in addition. Whereupon Mr. Foster demanded of 
ichussler Brothers a return of the excess collected by false repre- 
entation, and on repayment being refused, began suit for its recov- 
ry. He ought to get judgment for the full amount. No court of law 
hould give sanction to such peculiar commercial methods as he has 
scposed. Schussler Brothers contend that the picture is worth even 
nore than the $760 they juggled Mr. Foster into paying for it. That 
nay be true, and probably is, but it is quite beside the point. The 
>5cture was painted on contract for a stated price, and Schussler 
brothers merely acted as intermediaries between painter and patron 
'Jiey were to receive a liberal commission for taking the order. They 
vere neither buying a picture from Mr. Welch nor selling- one to 
tfr. Foster, and had no more right to decrease the artist's price than 
hey had to advance it. In short, they broke faith with both cus- 
omer and artist by attempting to extort an illegitimate profit at the 
sqpense of the fair fam° of the artist. Deducting the $100 charged 
or the frame, the firm tried to make $360 for taking an order which 
ie artist was paid only $300 to execute. The incident illustrates 
le manner in which painters and picture buyers are imposed upon 
y unscrupulous dealers. Mr. Foster has done the artistic world as 
'ell as the general public a welcome service in making a public 
:postire of methods only too commonly practiced by so-called art 


The Alameda Argus declares it is quite the habit in local magis- 


terial circles there to "square" cases, and that it is a common thing 
also for the local newspapers to ''hush up" a great number of Police 
Court cases. 


All of which speaks very badly for the magistracy and the jour- 


nalism of Alameda—Sacramento Bee.

"The most Important part of the pol- 


icy of the Conservative party, to which 
I belong, Is tariff reform, and the most 
important part of tariff reform Is col- 
onial 
preference. 
That Is, In effect, 


what my party will urge when It goes 
to the country again, and afterward. 
Preference, especially, must be given 
to 
Canadian 
wheat. 
Twenty years 


from now I believe that America will 
export no wheat. She will need It all 
for herself. In the meantime we must 
build up a trade with Canada by arti- 
ficial means.

preference we may give Canada will be 
recognized by all Americana as per- 
fectly legitimate.
